Gripped in War Scare

When a metallurgist us lieei: 
ly Interested in his profession 
as Jack Disario of 1-1-18 Engracia 
travels he naturally wants to 
sec what other steel plants are 
doing. 'But the chief metallur­ 
gist at the Columbia Steel plant 
on his recent trip to his native 
Italy was unable to penetrate 
beyond the heavily guarded en­ 
trances to II puce's steel mills.

"I tried everything to get 
inside various plants. Including 
the largest one at Milan, but I 
was courteously but firmly re­ 
fused admission by all the execu 
tives," he said.

"One told me that he would like 
to return all the courtesies he 
enjoyed on a recent trip to Amer­ 
ica but that If he took me thru 
his plant his personal safety 
would be seriously jeopardized. 
Undoubtedly most of Italy's steel 
mills arc making munitions, and 
that Is the reason for the ban on 
all visitors."

Visits Parents In Italy .
Dlsarlo, who left here Aug. 12 

and returned aboard the Nor- 
niandlc to New York on Oct. 12, 
brought home some vivid Impres­ 
sions of the war crisis evoked by 
Hitler's demand for Sudetenland 
In Czechoslovakia.
